The Office will adjust the PAIR screen to reflect that the 
Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) determination at the time of 
mailing of the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due reflects an 
adjustment of 183 days. A copy of the updated PAIR screen 
showing the correct determination is enclosed. 

A review of the application history reveals the Office errantly 
entered March 11, 2004 as the date a reply to the restriction 
required was filed rather than May 8, 2003, the date the 
response initially received as indicated on the copy of the 
stamped and dated postcard evidencing receipt of the response by 
the Office.
